~ Dr. Charles W. Eliot, now In his 
eighty-strth year, confesses to a de-n- 
ation from the strict rule of abstemi- 
ousness -which cannot but canae con- 
cern In the Inner circles of moral re- 
form, says the Xew York -World. 
Though he has always Indulged In 
"stimulants like tea, coffee and al- 
cohol," and In tobacco not at all for 
more than half a century, he yet finds 
a certain virtue in tea drinking. "1 
have used tea most," he says, "because j 
It seems to me to facilitate the men- 
tal effort of writing and speaking."
